1  have  spent  considerable  time  in  striving 
to  solve  the  couuuudruru  pro)>ouuded  in 
last  weeks  Citizen,  viz.,  why  is  it  that  the 
streets  of  Bloomtiuld  cannot  be  properly 
sprinkled?  The  following-  is  the  result  of 
my  labors:  The  abrupt  checking  of  a 
stream  of  water  aud  again  starting  of  the 
same  in  such  manner  that  not  one  drop  of 
water  shall  fall  within  a  prescribed  limit,  re¬ 
quires  a  familiarity  with  the  principles  of 
hydraulics  and  higher  mathematics  such  as 
we  would  not  expect  to  find  among  repre. 
sentatives  of  this  branch  of  the  public  ser¬ 
vice.  Again,  it  seems  hardly  fair  to  expect 
th*-  fistic  to  display  the  skillful  expertuess 
in  manipulating  the  fiprinkler  that  is  display¬ 
ed  by  his  professional  brother  in  the  city. 
Allowances  should  be  made,  moreover  for  a 
higher  order  of  civilization.  With  regard 
to  a  superabundance  of  real  estate  clinging 
to  the  f*-et,  the  sprihkler  is  not;  alone  in  the 
fault.  Generally  in  enterprisiiig^towus  that 
have  reached  the  mature  ago  of  Bloomfield, 
it  is  not  customary  to  find  so-  much  of  the 
original  soil,  in  which  our  forefathers  plant¬ 
ed  corn  and  {totatoes,  so  near  the  centre  of 
the  town.  It  has  usually  been  replaced  by 
some  improved  modem  sty  le  of  pavement.
